THt CONFERENCE REPORT. 


Three Keinibliraii ^enutorh Voted Against 


Its Adoption. 


WASHINGTON Cur, Oct. 1.—The senate 


Tuesday sent the tariff bill toward the 
White House. Tne conference report was 
adopted shortly after G o'clock in the 
evening bj* a vote of u 
1) to 27—not a strict 


party vote, f^r three Ilepublican senators 
joined the Democrats in refusing to sup- 
port the report. These were Paddock, 
Plumb and Pettigrew. Paddock's main 
objection, as stated by himself, was the 
removal of the sugar duties, but he found 
many other things to object to, and 
•wanted binding twine on the free list. 
Plumb was also against free sugar. He 
voted for the bill when it passed the sen- 
ate because a good many things he wanted 
were in it. But the conference knocked 
out his tariff commission amendment, cut 
down the increased duties he got laid on 
•wines and liquors, and put a small duty 
on binding tw ine. Taken with his opposi- 
tion to free sugar there were reasons 
enough for him to claim that he was not 
bound by any party ties to uphold tbe 
conference report. 


> 
To Very Serious Objections. 


Pettigrew's ostensible ground for vot- 


ing against the report was that he hac 
entered into B compact with other west- 
ern senators to secure free binding twine 
or else throw tfap tariff bill back into con 
ference. Other senators wiio took part in 
the gathering where the agreement was 
reached did not interpret the compact 
in that light. They had succeeded in 
getting a low rate on binding twine ant 
they did not care to take the chance o: 
having the present high duty retained by 
preventing the adoption of the confer 
ence report. 
Nearly all of them were 


against some features of the bill, yet they 
did not think these objectionable feat- 
ures serious enough to justify them in 
defeating it. Some of them had cbam 
pioned the increased duties on linens, 
farm products, and lead ore. 


The Ilarrunrti Affair. 


WASHINGTON CITT, Oct. 1.—It is under- 


stood that the president, after carefully 
examing tbe correspondence in the Bar 
randia affair, h as reached the conclusion 
that It is not compatible with the ptibli 
interests to transmit all of tha papers to 
congress at the present time, and that 
therefore, none will be sent in answer to 
tbe resolution recently passed by the 
house. Tbe decision excites some sar- 
priss, 'inasmuch as it was known that the 
state department bad given tbe comm.it- 
t««on foreign afta'ira assurances that the 
correspondence would promptly be sub- 
mitted to tbe boaw if • resolution calling 
for the paper* wen p«Med.

MISSISSIPPI'S DEMAND- 


A Resolution AKklng (lie Repeal of the 


Negro Suffrage Amendment. 


JACKSON, Miss., Oct. 1.—The select com- 


mittee of the constitutional convention 
to which was referred me resolution ask- 
ing for the repeal of the Fifteenth amend- 
ment Tuesday reported in favor of its re- 
peal with only one dissenting vote. The 
report says that win 'e the two races are 
friendly in business aff.iirs they are sepa- 
rated by race instincts and prejudlcas on 
nil political and social matters, and there 
is no hope of a change; that one or the 
other race must have control of political 
affairs, which will continually cause con- 
flicts. 


Want the Revolution to Go Backward. 
The committee states, as its deliberate 


judgment, that the only effectual remedy 
is the repeal of the Fifteenth amendment, 
so that the southern states can regulate 
negro suffrage as may be found necessary. 
Congress is asked to submit a proposition 
to tha various for its repeal, and the com- 
mittee states that Mississippi will gladly 
give up any representation she is entitled 
to by reason ot the negro vote. 


Returned to His First Love.

THE HEAD MORMON PROTESTS. 


Ho Ucnloit Tlmt Polj^nmy I. Now Taught 


or ParmltttxI. 


SALP LAKE, Utah, Sept 85 -The follow- 


ing manifesto is published here, addressed 
"To whom it may concern:" 


"Press dispatches having bocn sent from 


Salt Lake City which have been widely 
published for political purposes, to tho 
effect that tho Utah commission iu their 
reaoiit report to tlio secretary of tho ia 
tenor nllogo that plural marriages avo 
still being solomnirwl, and that forty or 
more such marriages have beau contracted 
n Utah smoe last Juno, or during the
